The Day's Developments in the European Conflict 


Fleets of Great Britain and Germany at last have come to grips and, according to the reports 
from London, victory lay with the British. 

In a battle with British warships off the Island of Heligoland in the North Sea yesterday the 
Germans are reportea™@ have lost two cruisers and two torpedo boats sunk, while another of their 
cruisers and many of their destroyers were badly battered. 

The British claimed not to have suffered the loss of a vessel and declared there were few casual- 
ties on board the vessels of their fleet. The German casualties were not stated. 

The Island of Heligoland, which lies 45 miles off the mouths of the rivers. Elbe and Weser, 
always has been regarded a point of great strategic value for the protection of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
canal and otherwise in the naval defense of Germany. Recent reports had it that a large part of the 
flower of the German navy lay in the waters adjacent to the mouths of the Elbe and Weser and in 
the Kaiser Wilhelm canal. 

The French war office in a statement said laconically that the situation along its lines Friday 
was the same as it was Thursday, adding that the Germans “apparently have slackened their march.” 
That was all. 

From England there came not even a word officially concerning the fighting on land. 

One of the important announcements of yesterday was made by the Marquis of Crewe in the 
house of lords. It was that Great Britain would draw on the native forces in British India to rein- 
force her armies in Europe. 

The German forts at Tsing-Tau fired on two Japanese cruisers reconnoitering off the fortress. 
One of the cruisers was said to have been damaged. : 

Louvain, a Belgian town of 50,000 inhabitants and with many historic buildings, is reported to 
have been burned by the Germans as an act of reprisal for alleged firing on German soldiers by 
Belgian citizens. 

Because of the non-payment of the war levy of $40,000,000 the Germans, it is said, threaten to 
seize the famous pictures and objects of art in the Brussels museums. 

Advices from Chinese coastal cities report the sinking of the German torpedo boat destroyer 
S-g90 by the British torpedo boat destroyer Welland and the seizure by the allies of various German 
merchantmen as prizes. 

A serious reverse to British arms on the French frontier is officially announced in Berlin. 

After nine days’ fighting the Germans claim to have put the western line of the allies to flight. 
The English, it is asserted, were defeated at Maubeuge, France, and the Franco-Belgian forces driven 
back toward Maubeuge. 

Field Marshal Sir John French, commander-in-chief of the British expaditionaey force, reports 
that his troops were attacked by five German army corps and cavalry Wednesday in the neighborhood 
of Cambrai and Lecateau, and that their casualties were heavy. He does not state the outsdme of 
the battle. Cambrai and Lecateau are French towns about ten miles southwest of Maubeuge and 
the description of the scene of the fighting reported by Field Marshal French and announced in the 
house of commons by Premier Asquith today fits in with the battle line indicated at Berlin. 

An English correspondent at Lille, France, says that the advance guard of the Germans is now 
at Pont-a-Marcq and Marchiennes, French towns just south of Lille in the Department Du Nord. 

A newspaper dispatch from Boulogne reports that the Germans broke through the French 
lines near Arras, in the province of Pas De Calais, but that the French have the situation well in hand. 

British marines are in force at Ostend. A press dispatch from that town says ‘the Germans are 
within twenty miles of the place. 

A British destroyer has sunk an Austrian destroyer off Corfu, according to a news dispatch 
from Brindisi, Italy. 

German troops are reported as taking the offensive in Belgian Congo. 

The Russianmilitary attache at Paris is credited with the statement that additiorial Russian 
armies are about to invade western Prussia with the intention of marching on Berlin. 

Henry S. Breckenridge, American assistant secretary of war, is in Vienna looking after some 
400 Americans there. He expects to conclude his work at the Austrian capital today and proceed 
to Switzerland. 


French Again Attack 


In Vosges Mountains; 
Russ Forces Advance 


Two German Cruisers and Two Destroyers Sunk 
and Third Cruiser Left Sinking—Other De- 
stroyers Damaged—British Lose No Ships 
and But Few Men—dAction Took Place Off 
Heligoland. 


London, August 28.—It is announced that the British fleet has 
sunk two German cruisers and two German torpedo boat destroyers 
off Heligoland. A third German cruiser was set afire and wus left 
sinking. 

No British ships were lost in the battle, it was added, and the 
British loss of life was not heavy. 

In addition to the two torpedo boat destroyers and three cruisers 


many others of the German torpedo boat destroyers were damaged. 

Rear Admiral Sir David Beatty commanded the British forces and with 
a strong array of torpedo boat destroyers, battle cruisers and light cruisers 
and submarines, attacked the Germans in Heligoland Bight early this morning. 
The protected cruiser Mainz was sent to the bottom in an engagement with 
the light cruiser squadron while the battle squadron sank another cruiser 
of the Coein class. In the general fighting two of the German destroyers 
were riddied and sunk, while many others were badly damaged. 

One cruiser, battle-scarred and on fire, drifted away in the mist and was 
lost sight of. 

The British cruiser squadron, according to the semi-official report of the 
battle, although attacked by submarine boats and menaced by floating mines 
and the guns from the German warships, suffered no serious losses. 

The cruiser Amethyst and the torpedo boat destroyer Laertes both were 
damaged, but all the ships in the British fleet were afloat at the end of the 
engagement. The British loss of life was not great. 

In the battle cruiser squadron were the flagship Lion, the New Zealand, 
the Queen Mary and the Princess Royal, commanded by Rear Admiral Beatty, 
while Rear Admiral Morre, Rear Admiral Christian, Commodore Goodnough 
and Commodore Tyrwritt had charge of other contingents. 

A wireless dispatch tonight from one of the cruisers said she was

London, August 28.—(4:50 a. m.j)—A 
dispatch to The Times from Boulogne 
Says it is asserted that German troops, 
presumably cavalry, broke through the 
French lines near Arras in the prov- 
ince of Pas de Calais.

The wall around Paris and the 
seventeen detached forts two miles be- 
yond the wall, were built by Louis 
Philippe. They sustained the German 
siege of 1870-71, and the outer forts 
since have been greatly strengthened. 
The third line of forts is of modern 
construction with the latest type of 
batteries and heavy «uns. 

The inner wall about Paris surrounds 
the best known and most important 
sections of the city. Outside of the 
wall a circle of suburbs extends for 
many miles, among which are dotted 
the forts of the second and third line 
protecting them and the 
approaches to the capital. The wall 
contains 93 bastions and 67 gates. 

Second Line of Forts. 

The second line of forts includes the 
famous fortress of Mont Valerian, 
which was the center of attack in the 
German siege of 1870. South of the 
city is the row of forts at Ivry, Bictre, 
Mont Rouge, Vanves and Issy. North 
and east of the city are three great 
forts around St. Denis, and two others 


defenses, 


at Fort Aubervillers and Fort Charen-s 


ton, commanding the approaches of the 
great wood of Bondy. The outer circle 
of forts, of the most modern type from 
24 to 60 heavy guns and 600 to 1,200 
men each. In all the three lines of de- 
fenses require 170,000 men to operate 
them, not counting troops assembled 
within the city. According to mill- 
tary experts it would require a force 
of 500,000 men to invest these defenses. 

General Von Moltke, field marshal 
of the German forces at the time of the 
siege of Paris of 1870-71, states ina re- 
port on that siege that the French ar- 
tillery armament consisted of 
than 2,627 pieces, including 200 
largest caliber of naval ordinance. 
There were 500 rounds for each gun, 
and a reserve of 3,000,000 kilograms of 
powder. Von Moltke points out that 
the bowmmbardment of a fortified -place, 
in the heart of an enemy’s country, is 
difficult if not impossible, until 
invader is master of the railways 
by which heavy siege 
tillery can be brought up. 
the failure to bombard Paris at the 
set of the former siege by 
would have required 300 heavy guns 
with 600 rounds for each gun. The 
movement forward of these heavy guns 
would have required 4,500 four-wheeled 
wagons and 10,000 horses, which were 
not available. 

At a later siege the Germans Drought 
up their big siege guns, attacking the 
enciente and ports and dropping 3vv to 
400 fifteen-centimeter shells daily 
the heart of the city.

Fully thirty, and probably more, new 
teachers will be employed by the board 
of education this year to teach the 
school children of Atlanta. This in- 
crease in the number of teachers, ac- 
cording to Superintendent of Public 
Schools William M. Slaton, has been 
made in order to relieve the crowded 
conditions that existed in the class- 
rooms last year, when often one teach- 
er would have to teach a large num- 
ber of children, thereby being unable 
to give individual and thorough at- 
tention to each child. 

“When September 14, the day the 
public schools of Atlanta open, comes,” 
said Mr. Slaton, “there will be enough 
seats for every child who wishes to 
enter, and a sufficient number of teach- 
ers. From the present prospects, the 
number of children to enter the pub- 
lic schools during the coming term will 
exceed the registration of last year by 
1,000 or 1,500. 

“There have been 4,768 children who 
have never been in the public schools 
of Atlanta before to register for this 
term. This number inciudes a few 
pupils of last year who have moved 
into another school district, and there- 
fore been compelled to re-register. 

“Every child is going to be taken 
care of, and I am looking for the 
banner year in the history of the pub- 
lic schools of this city.’

Washington, August 28.—-More 
amendments poured in on the Clayton 
trust bill today when the senate had 
disposed of those offered by the judi- 
ciary committee. The new amendments 
will be taken up tomorrow. 

Senator Reed Proppsed to fine a cor- 
poration gullty of violation of the anti- 
trust laws 10 per cent of the full value 
of its assets, to be paid out of the hold- 
ings of directors or officials responsi- 
ble for the illegal acts. He also pro- 
posed that a corporation found guilty 
be put in the hands of a receiver and 
its assets sold. A third amendment 
would bar from interstate commerce all 
corporations, except railroads, having a 
capital and surplus in excess of $100.,- 
000,000, and would authorize state at- 
torneys general to bring suit in the 
name of the federal government to en- 
force anti-trust laws. 

Senator Borah offered an amendment 
to give those charged with violating 
injunctions, in which the United States 
is a party, a trial by jury, as well as 
those violating injunctions in cases in 
which the United States is not a party. 
Senator Cummins offered amendments 
to the labor exemption, holding com-

TIFT COUNTY FARMERS 
KEEP COTTON AT HOME 


Tifton, Ga, August 28.—(Special.)— | 
The past month has made a_ great) 
change for the worse in the cotton crop 
in this section. Continued rains and 
blistering sunshine have caused the 
plants to shed and in many places the 
stalks of the older crop are bare of 
leaves. The-top crop will be a very 
small one. 

Cotton is opening rapidIV and many 
planters report 76 per cent of their 
cro ready to pick The average is 
probably about 50 per cent. The crop 
had deteriorated at least 20 per cent 
compared with four weeks ago. 

The Tifton warehouses have received 
only about 700 bales of cotton this sea- 
son, and of these only about twenty 
bales have bedén sold Many farmers 
have their cotton ginned and carry 
both cotton and seed back home.

At the forthcoming state convention of 
the Georgia federation in Albany, Ga., “Buy 
Cotton Goods” will be the theme of an en- 
tire session. Women leaders from all dis- 
tricts have been requested to bring reports 
of their accomplishment in the campaign 
recently initiated by Mrs. Fitzpatrick, fol- 
lowing the editorial in The Constitution of 
August 18, when the call was made upon 
the women of the state to aid in the solving 
of the cotton problem.

A GOOD BEGINNING. 


In dropping the Rayburn railroad securi- 
ties bill from its program at the instance of 
President Wilson, congress has made a 
good beginning in the direction of giving 
the country a much-needed legislative rest. 
The Constitution has already pointed out 
how this measure, requiring investigation 
and approval of every issue of railroad secu- 
rities, whether for short line or long, by 
the interstate commerce commission, and 
giving the railroad commission of one state 
the right to obstruct railroad expenditures 
wholly within the limits of another, would 
unquestionably put serious check upon 
railroad and industrial development in the 
south.

from the congressional calendar, its menace 
to southern development and the fact that 
it was of that class of legislation which, 
affecting business operations, puts a check 
upon commercial activity. 

This country was never so much in need 
of a legislative rest as it is today. The 
Ohio democrats realized this in their Co- 
lumbus convention the other day, and put an 
emphatic demand for it in their platform. 
The Ohio action was simply the echo of the 
feeling in national business circles. 

In setting aside the Rayburn Dill con- 
gress has made a good beginning. It is one 
of the most encouraging signs in the whole 
present situation. It is evidence of the fact 
that with our national trade laboring under 
the pressure of the European war, congress 
is not disposed to make the burden heavier 
by continuing the threat of radical legisla- 
tion. 

There are some other measures pending 
which might be best disposed of in the 
same way. Congress could not serve the 
country a better turn than by wiping the 
slate clean and giving its attention only to 
problems which the foreign disturbance has 
created. 

‘What we need now is business encour- 
agement. A little attention to the problem 
of national prosperity would help more than 
anything else done since congress began its 
laboring now nearly two years ago. 


MR. HOLLEMAN’S CENTER SHOT. 

Mr. J. T. Holleman, of Atlanta, who, 
perhaps, knows as much about farm condi- 
tions in Georgia as any other man in the 
state, makes a point worth thinking about 
in a communication published elsewhere to- 
day. He declares, that the small farmers 
are not responsible for over-planting in cot- 
ton, but that their failure to diversify is at- 
tributable to the fact that the man “higher 
up” practically forces them to the single 
crop system. 

And, says Mr. it is these 
“higher up” interests who are now appeal- 
ing the loudest to the government for help. 

Turn about is fair play, Mr. Holleman 
thinks, and if the big landowners, the sup- 
ply men and the other interests to whom 
the small farmers must look for help, will 
only apply the principle of the Golden Rule 
and do unto the small planter as they would 
have the government do unto them, then 
the problem would be solved and the south 
would become the richest section in the

TALK WON’T DO IT! 


The call to congress to act speedily for 
the protection of the south’s cotton crop 
and the national balance of trade has un- 
questionably struck a popular chord. The 
Constitution’s editorial and cartoon illus- 
trating the necessity of substituting action 
for talk for the relief of distress throughout 
a third of the nation at once brought wide- 
spread favorable comment. 

If talk—talk in Washington—could have 
financed the cotton crop it would already 
have been taken. care of several times over. 
But talk, regardless of the source of it, 
won't do it. It is going to take sinews and 
plenty of them. : 

This is practically the only serious prob- 
lem which congress has confronting it to- 
day. The few thousands of Americans 
stranded in war-ridden Europe have been 
taken care of promptly and appropriately, 
by American gold shipped direct from the 
United States treasury. It is time to turn 
attention now to the thirty millions of people 
who are dependent, directly or indirectly, 
upon the success of the south’s cotton crop. 

Congress has both the authority and the 
means at hand with which to extend imme- 
diate relief. It has the power to issue 
through the national banks of the south, 
under present laws, for distribution in the 
south, $169,883,000. This is the statement 
of the controiler of the currency. We have 
no question that he knows. It is emergency 
currency to be issued when needed. When 
has there ever been greater need for it than 
now? When could there be? 

This currency needs only the congres- 
sional assent to put it into immediate circu- 
lation. But quicker than that, the simple 
announcement of favorable congressional 
action would bring the needed relief. What 
is congress waiting for? Is it the distress 
and possible pauperization of thousands of 
agricultural families throughout the south? 
Is it for trade stagnation and _ . possible 
bankruptcy of southern merchants? 

The farmer is hauling his bale of cotton 
to his nearest market today—at least to 
what was once a market. His hope was, 
perhaps, to meet $45 of debts and lay in the 
balance in provisions. Today he can do 
neither. The markets are closed and the 
buyers are waiting. Cotton buyers will not 
begin their activity until they see what 
measures are going to be taken to protect 
the crop. Banks will let out little money, 
and merchants will be chary of extending 
credit until they likewise know the answer 
to this question. 

We have been told enough about what is 
going to be done, but we want to see it 
done. So does every farmer and merchant 
and banker and business man, every man, 
woman and child throughout the south. So 
would every citizen of the United States, if 
he understood what the cotton crop means 
to the whole country and through the coun- 
try to the individual. 

There is nothing that will solve this 
problem now but action, speedy action. The 
responsibility is upon congress. Let it an- 
swer without more talk!

The Short Term Senator. 


Editor Constitut*ton: Some of us are in- 
clined to discuss the probable action of the 
the selection of a senatorial 
nominee for the short term from the angle 
that coincides with our affiliations in the 
recent primary regardless of whether one 
candidate has a stronger and superior claim 
over another as registered by the people at 
the polls. 

I have always understood the democracy

whole by delegation of power to act, for the 
sake of expediency, to a few; that the ones 
to whom the power is delegated had no right 
to act in a contrary way to the will of the 
whole. 

I am sorry that one man can’t go to this 
convention with the requisite number of 
delegates to nominate on the first ballot, but 
gince that is not the situation, then 1 say 
it is the sacred duty of the convention to 
honestly strive to represent the will of 
the people and to look to the sovereignty 
of the will of the people for guidance as 
expressed by the people at the polls. There 
is a plurality for J. M. Slaton, a man whom 
we all know to be a sterling democrat, it 
lacks only a small number of being the 
majority and it cannot be unged that the 
votes cast for the other candidates were all 
cast against Slaton any more than they 
were cast against either one of them; that 
is to say, a vote cast for Felder is just as 
much against Hardwick as against Slaton, 
Cooper and Hutchens, or vice versa.

Francis Joseph's Manifesto of War 
That Plunged Europe Into Conflict 


(From The Washington Post.) 

Vienna, August 22.—The great and cruel 
war that now bids fair to devastate and int- 
poverish all Europe was directly, though 
not primarily, caused by Austria-Hungary's 
declaration of war against Servia. Slavonic 
Russia came to the aid of the Slavs of Servia, 
and Germany took her place beside Austria. 
This brought about a clash of the triple 
alliance and the triple entente, and France 
and England were drawn in. 

The real “last straw” of the great con- 
flict, therefore, that “broke the camel's 
back” of the peace of Europe was the mani- 
festo of the aged Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria-Hungary. For the first time, this 
edict is herewith given in full, just as the 
ruler of the dual monarchy wrote it: 

Words of the Aged Emperor. 

“Dear Count Stuergkh: I 
to instruct the ministers of my household 
and foreign affairs to notify the royal Ser- 
vian government of the beginning of a state 
of war between the monarchy and Servia. 
In this fateful hour I feel the need Of turn- 
ing to my beloved peoples. I command you, 
therefore, to publish the inclosed manifesto. 

“MANIFESTO. 

“To my peoples: It was my fervent wish 
to consecrate the years, which, by the grace 
of God, still remain to me, to the words of 
peace and to protect my peoples from the 
heavy sacrifices and burdens of war. Provi- 
dence, in its wisdom, has otherwise decreed. 
The intrigue of a malevolent opponent com- 
pel me, in the defense of the honor of my 
monarchy, for the protection of its dignity, 
and its position as a power for the security 
of its possessions, to grasp the sword after 
long years of peace. With a quickly for- 
getful ingratitude, the kingdom of Servia 
which, from the first beginnings of its in- 
dependence as a state until quite recently, 
had supported and assisted by my 
ancestors, has for years trodden the path 
of open hostility to Austria-Hungary. 

Decree Called Forth Hate. 

“Then, after three decades of fruitful 
work for peace in Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
1 extended my sovereign rights to those lands, 
my called forth in the kingdom of 
Servia, whose rights were in nowise injured, 
outbreaks of unrestrained passion and the 
bitterest hate. My government at that time 
employed the handsome privileges of the 
stronger, and with extreme consideration 
and leniency only requested Servia to re- 
duce her army to a peace footing and to 
promise that, for the future, she would tread 
the path of peace and friendship. Guided 
by the same spirit of moderation, my gov- 
ernment, when Servia, two years ago was 
embroiled in a struggle with the Turkish 
empire, restricted its action to the defense 
of the most serious and vital interests of 
the monarchy. It was to this attitude that

Servia primarily owed the attainment of the 
objects of that war. 

“The hope that the Servian kingdom 
would appreciate the patience and love of 
peace of my government and would keep 
its word has not been fulfilled. 

Points Out Murderous Plots. 

“The flame of its hatred for myself and 
my house has blazed always higher: the 
design to tear from us by force inseparable 
portions of Austria-Hungary has been made 
manifest with less and less disguise. 

“A criminal propaganda has _ extended 
over the frontier with the object of destroy- 
ing the foundations of state order in the 
southeastern part of the monarchy; of mak- 
ing the people, to whom I, in my paternal 
affection, extended my. full confidence, 
waver in its loyalty to the ruling house and 
of leading astray its 
growing youth, and inciting it to mischiev- 
ous deeds of madness and high treason. 

“A series of murderous attacks, an or- 
ganized; carefully prepared, and well car- 
ried out conspiracy, whose fruitful success 
wounded me and my loyal peoples.to the 
heart, forms a visible bloody track of those 
Secret machinations which were operated 
and directed in Servia. 

Callx Halt to Intrigue. 

“A halt must be called to these intolerable 
proceedings, and an end must be put to the 
incessant provocations of Servia. The honor 
and dignity of my monarchy must be pre- 
served unimpaired, and its political, eco- 
nomic and military development must be 
suarded from these continual shocks. 

“In vain did my government make an. at- 
tempt to accomplish this object by peaceful 
means and to induce Servia, by means of a 
serious warning, to desist. Servia has re- 
jected the just and moderate demands of 
my government and refused to conform te 
those obligations, the fulfillment of which 
forms the natural and necessary foundations 
of peace in the life of peoples and states. IY 
must, therefore, proceed by force of arms to 
secure those indispensable pledges which 
! can insure tranquillity to my states 
within and lasting peace without.

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MORE OPTIMISTIC. COTTON CONDITION EXPORTS INCREASE 


COTTON 


Belief That the Exchange 
Will Probably Not Remain 
Closed Much Longer—Few 
Scattering Spot Sales. 


New York, August 28.—Rather a 
more optimistic sentiment has devel- 
oped in local cotton trade circles dur- 
ing the past few days with reference 
to the possibility of an early reopening 
of the exchanges. This seems to be 
based chiefly upon a feeling that the 
meeting of representatives of the Liv- 
erpool, New Orleans and New York ex- 
changes here next week will result in 
a satisfactory settlement of interna- 
tional interest on the basis of old, 
rather than new, crop values, and that 
such a settlement will greatly improve 
the situation so far as the exchanges 
are concerned. It is believed that the 
managers of the local exchange are 
considering plans for reopening busi- 
ness in government contracts only, 
which some think might possibly be 
attempted before the old interest had 

ecn completely eliminated. Mean- 
while, business seems practically at a 
etandstill. 

The only spot sales reported are on 
the «mall scattering lots at sharply de- 
clining prices in the south. Little in- 
terest is shown in weather or crop 
news and so far only one private re- 
bort has been issued in the effort to 
foreshadow the government bureau re- 
pert due on Monday. This indicated 
an improvement of about 3 per cent 
from last month’s figure.

Readjustment of Foreign 
Exchange Situation Grad- 
ually Coming — Through 
Lading Bills Ordered. 


New York, August 28.—Shipments of 
this country’s foodstuffs at European 
ports were further facilitated today by 
the action of the eastern trunk rail- 
roads, which ordered a resumption of 
through bills of lading, subject to mi- 
nor restrictions.

Chicago, August 28.—The hysteria of 
recent sessions was absent from the 
wheat market today, and that cereal 
led others to a lower level. Wheat 
dropped 2% @3%c; corn 1%@1%c, and 
oats % @ ‘*c. Provisions closed from 
Bc higher to 12%c lower. 

Selling in the narrow wheat market 
was done by scattered longs, and much 
of the buying also was credited to 
them, on the theory that a long with 
a profit secured can scarcely resist 
wie Soong Khe at a decline in hope of an- 
other bulge. As was the case yester- 
day when prices were soaring, the 
trade paid no attention to the news. 
Most of the trading was done in the 
first half hour. At 1:15 o'clock May 
was 10 cents under yesterday's top. 
It reacted 1 to 2 cents from this and 
lingered in the neighborhood of the 
closing price the remainder of the ses- 
sion. At the close the tone was heavy. 
Commission houses made an effort to 
attract legitimate trading, but 16 and 
20-cent margins demanded in some 
cases did not prove inviting. Country 
offerings were reported decidedly 
larger. 

Rains in the crop belt and the influ- 
ence of wheat depressed corn prices. 
There was a fair eastern shipping de- 
mand. Samples were %-cent lower. 

The decline in oats was due to profit- 
taking influenced by wheat and slack- 
ening of seaboard demand. September 
provisions eased off on continued liqut- 
dation, while January gained modestly 


on investment demand.

IN SISTINE CHAPEL 


Rome, August 28.—(Via Paris, 6:47 
p. m.)—The first of the three funeral 
masses to be held in the Sistine chape! 
for the repose of the soul of the late 
Pope Pius A. was celebrated this morn- 
ing by Cardinals Viencenzo and Vannu- 
telli. Final absolution was given then 
by Cardinals Falconio, Igliardi, Cas- 
setta and de Lai. 

Around the catafalque, which is thir- 
ty-three feet hirh, surmounted by the 
triple crown and surrounded by hun- 
dreds of candles, sat nearly fifty car- 
dinals One of these was Cardinal 
Farley, of New York, and on a stool 
at his feet sat his secretary, the Rev.
